Sacked barman 
on arson charge 


A DISGRUNTLED former 
employee torched a top wed¬ 
ding venue in an act of revenge, 
a court heard. 

Thomas Richardson, 27, from 
Haverhill was dismissed from his role as 
a porter and barman at Chilford Hall in 
2009 for stealing and drinking alcohol at 
work, a jury was told on Tuesday. 

He is alleged to have set fire to the 
conference and wedding venue in Linton 
just before the third anniversary of his 
sacking - causing an estimated £4.5 
million of damage. 

Richardson, of Pipers Close, is standing 
trial at Cambridge Crown Court with his 
neighbour Mark Hall, 28, charged with 
arson with intent to endanger life on June 
13 this year. 

Richardson has admitted a lesser charge 
of arson being reckless as to whether life is 
endangered. 

Hall has pleaded not guilty to both 
charges. 

The court heard how Richardson had 
rung Chilford Hall the day he was sacked 
on June 15, 2009, saying he would burn it 
down and threatening to kill staff. 

Gregory Perrins, prosecuting, said that 
after drinking in Haverhill, Richardson 
decided to go with Hall and “get them 
back”. 

They allegedly stacked chairs and 
smashed bottles of spirits in the hall and 
set them alight - destroying most of the 
venue’s main buildings.

Mr Perrins said: “It was two days short of 
the third anniversary of his dismissal for 
gross misconduct. The prosecution says 
that is just too much of a coincidence.” 

The jury heard Richardson’s girlfriend 
warned police of their plan, allowing 
firefighters to save some of the property, 
including the main house where share¬ 
holder Fiona Alper and her son Ben slept. 

Pc Jim Mansfield was the first to arrive at 
the scene and said he found Richardson’s 
car, a black Honda Accord. He said he 
spotted two people getting into it - one 
carrying a large bin bag - and followed it to 
Richardson’s flat in Haverhill, where the 
two men were arrested and taken to 
Parkside Police Station in Cambridge. 

Richardson’s ex-girlfriend told the court 
he confessed to her immediately 
afterwards saying: “I have done it baby”. 

Sally Ketteridge, 37, said her boyfriend 
told her he was “hardcore” by pouring 
alcoholic spirits on the walls and setting 
fire to the wedding and conference in 
Linton, one of the biggest in 
Cambridgeshire and his former workplace. 

Miss Ketteridge, giving recorded 
evidence, described a “glare” he had in his 
eyes after he had stripped to his boxer 
shorts when he returned to the flat they 
shared in Haverhill in the early hours of 
June 13.

Short-term plans 
for parking issue

MOTORISTS are being 
discouraged from 
parking in Haverhill's 
High Street thanks to a 
new campaign of 
measures. 

After immediate pedestrian- 
isation of the road was ruled 
out last month by the county 
council, Haverhill Town 
Council took it upon itself to 
work with local police officers 
to come up with short-term 
answers to solve the problem 
of people illegally parking in 
the road. 

Planters have been 
strategically positioned and 
bright yellow police cones 
have been lined up along 
some of the hotspots on the 
road where people were 
parking. 

Will Austin, Haverhill town 
clerk, has been working to 
clamp down on the issue and 
is trying to make the changes 
with the local officers, 

He said: “By and large, the 
planters and cones seem to be 
having a positive effect in 
terms of parking, although 


there is the odd lorry and car 
that still feel the pavement is 
for their parking use. 

“Over the next week, 
additional planters and police 
traffic cones are being used to 
prevent access to areas that 
are normally routinely, and 
illegally, used for parking. 

“There will be high profile 
patrolling, including issuing 
tickets and offering words of 
advice to errant motorists as 
well.” 

A car will be clamped on the 
High Street and promotional 
posters put inside to highlight 
the “most extreme solution” if 
the council cannot resolve 
problem parkers by other 


means. 

Tesco has offered its car 
park as a free short-stay 
option for motorists wanting 
to visit the town and officers 
will be advising drivers about 
this option in coming days. 

Tackling illegal parking in 
Haverhill’s High Street was 
also named as a priority in the 
county’s transport assessment 
plan, which was released at 
the start of the month. 

The town council said it will 
continue to push for the 
pedestrianisation of the street, 
along with other measures 
including making some parts 
of other nearby roads one¬ 
way.

No excuses for festive drink-drivers 


DRINK-DRIVERS will have nowhere to hide 
during the festive period. 

Police in Suffolk and Norfolk are 
clamping down on people driving over the 
limit at Christmas with an increased 
presence of officers who will breath test any 
driver who gives cause for concern, whether 
it is for a car defect or their manner of 
driving. 

Assistant Chief Const Charlie Hall said: 
“There will be nowhere for drink-drivers to 
hide this Christmas and New Year, and no 
excuses. 

“We want everyone to think twice before 
getting into their car, whether it be after a 


night out, on the way to work the next 
morning, or after a pub lunch or visiting 
friends and relatives.” 

Last year’s Christmas campaign saw 5,958 
drivers were breath tested and 185 tested 
positive. 

He said: “Whilst this is only three per cent 
of drivers tested who were over the limit, 
each one found guilty will have received a 
criminal record that will affect their 
job prospects for the rest of their lives, a 
driving ban and a fine or custodial 
sentence.” 

Assistant Chief Const Hall urged drivers 
to plan a safe way of getting home after a 


party, such as taking a taxi, public transport 
or organising a designated driver. 

He said: “Driving whilst under the 
influence of drink or drugs will seriously 
impair your ability to drive and puts others 
at risk on Norfolk and Suffolk’s roads. 

“We work all year round with our Think! 
Norfolk and Suffolk Roadsafe partners to 
make our roads safer and prevent more 
people from being killed or serious injured. 

“Our seasonal campaign should serve as 
a reminder not only to not drink and drive, 
but to take more care when driving and 
ensure your vehicle is roadworthy.” 
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Green light for 
solar panels 

THOUSANDS of solar 
panels will be built on the 
former airfield at RAF 
Stradishall. 

The 65-hectare site, now 
known as Broxsted Solar 
Farm, near Hundon, will 
become home to 115,790 
solar panels after St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council gave the green 
light for construction to 
go ahead. 

The 35-megawatt farm 
from Lark Energy will 
feature panels measuring 
6 metres long and 3 
metres high, installed on 
metal frames raised 
nearly 1 metre from the 
ground on the site next to 
Highpoint Prison. 

It will provide electricity 
for up to 7,000 homes - 
the same amount of 
energy equivalent to 14 
125-metre wind turbines. 
The decision was made at 
a development control 
committee meeting on 
Thursday and developers 
must begin work on the 
site in the next three 
years.

Miss Ketteridge, who has 
mental health difficulties, 
said in police interview 
Richardson was “a chronic 
alcoholic” who would drink 
two to three bottles of 
whiskey “in one hit”. 

When he spoke to his 
girlfriend while he was at the 
estate saying he wanted to 
burn it down she told him 
not to be “silly”, the court 
heard. She then rang police 
to tell them his plan. 

On the pair’s return from 
Chilford Hall he boasted 
about being chased by seven 
police cars and said he had 
finally achieved his ambition 
to burn it down, jurors were 
told. 

The jury also heard 
Ketteridge’s 999 call in which 
she said the couple planned 
to wed in August this year. 

They also heard live 
evidence from Pc Susan 
Envill and Pc Susan 
Stonebridge who took 
shareholder Fiona Alper and 
her son Ben away from the 
inferno. 

Damage to the venue is 
estimated to total £4.5 
million - £2.5 million in 
assets and the rest in a loss of 
profits through bookings, 
including weddings, up to 
the end of 2013. It also 
destroyed artwork valued at 
more than £425,000. 

The trial continues.

Contractor chosen for highway 
maintenance in bid to save £2m 


A NEW contractor has been 
chosen to maintain Suffolk’s 
highways in a move to save £2 
million. 

Councillors voted unanimously 
to authorise the award of the con¬ 
tract to Balfour Beatty Living 
Places at a cabinet meeting of Suf¬ 
folk County Council on Tuesday. 

It will mean about 200 Suffolk 
County Council and Ipswich 
Borough Council staff will be 
transferred under TUPE rules to 
the new firm when the contract 
starts in April. 

The announcement comes 
after a nine-month process in 
which five contractors were 
assessed. 

Balfour Beatty Living Places 
will now be responsible for the 
design and implementation of 
highway maintenance and 


improvement works, winter 
gritting, street lighting, traffic 
signals and bridge works. 

Cabinet also decided to give 
district and borough councils 
powers to carry out smaller scale 
highways functions including 
grass cutting for highway safety 
purposes, horticultural and 
arboricultural services and winter 
service for town centre 
pavements. This arrangement 
comes into effect on April 1. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, cabinet 
member for roads and transport, 
said: “We are committed to 
ensuring the best service is 
delivered to residents, businesses 
and road users across the county 
throughout this contract. 

“As preferred bidder, Balfour 
Beatty Living Places is the 
company which submitted the 


very best bid both in terms of 
price and quality. 

“It will provide excellent value 
for money for the residents of 
Suffolk.” 

The key objective of the 
change, which will be in place for 
at least five years, will be to 
achieve £2 million or recurring 
revenue savings in year 2013-14 
and to help the council’s 
transport department achieve 
efficiency savings of 1.5 per cent 
per year. 

The firm will be tasked to 
improve the availability of 
information about work on the 
highway, improve Suffolk’s 
environmental performance and 
contribute to the local economy 
through use of local companies, 
commitment to apprenticeships 
and action to raise skill levels. 


Fire service merger 
decision put back 

A DECISION on a possible merger between 
Suffolk and Cambridgeshire fire services has 
been pushed back. 

Suffolk County Council has announced it 
will not be able to complete a detailed 
business case for consideration by both fire 
authorities before the original deadline of 
April 2014. 

It was decided that the earliest the merger 
could happen is April 2015. 

Everything up to a full merger is on the 
cards in the plan to save costs and protect the 
frontline. The forces already share a combined 
fire control centre. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabinet member for 
public protection, said: “There is a 
considerable amount of work to do to ensure 
the business case provides members with the 
necessary information on which they can take 
a properly informed decision about the future 
of both services.” 

Support from the Government will be 
needed for a merger and so the earliest date it 
could take place would be April 2015, he said. 

A public consultation is being held by both 
authorities into the plan. 
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Man beaten 
by gang in 
robbery bid 


FOUR men repeatedly 
punched and kicked a man 
during a violent attack in 
Haverhill. 

The assault took place at about 
5.45pm on December 5 along the 
town’s old railway track opposite 
the sewage works. 

The 20-year-old victim was 
walking along the track towards 
Tesco. As he came level with the 
sewage works he became aware of a 
group of four men coming out of a 
wooded area. 

The group surrounded him and 
asked him to hand over his 
belongings. When he refused, his 
coat was tugged and he was 
punched in the face and head. 

After several more blows he fell to 
the ground and was kicked. The 
victim scrambled up and ran away 
before his attackers were able to 
steal anything. 

He had to go to hospital to have a 
cut above his eye stitched up and 
he also suffered a swollen face and 
bruising. 

Police are appealing for witnesses 
and have released descriptions of 
the men. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“This was a particularly violent 
assault where the victim involved

required hospital treatment for his 
injuries. 

“Fortunately he was able to break 
free from the group and run off 
before sustaining further injuries or 
having anything stolen from him. 
We would urge anyone with 
information to contact us in order 
to assist us with our investigation.” 

The first attacker is said to be 
white, between 20 and 22 years old, 
about 6ft 2in and of stocky build, 
wearing Adidas tracksuit bottoms 
in charcoal grey with black vertical 
stripes and a matching hooded top. 

The second man is described as 
mixed race, about 6ft, slim build 
and of the same age, wearing a 
black puffa-style body warmer with 
a white zip with a black long sleeve 
top underneath with the hood 
worn up. 

The other two men were white 
and between 5ft lOin and 6ft.

A WOMAN who has 
tirelessly campaigned in 
support of Alzheimer's 
Research UK has been 
named one of the 
charity's champions. 

Sarah King, from Linton, 
was selected for the honour 
by the leading dementia 
research organisation in 
recognition of her efforts 
following her husband 
Andrew’s diagnosis with the 
disease when he was just 43. 

The national charity, based 
in Great Shelford, currently 
has a group of 17 champions 
whose action have gone above 
and beyond to try to defeat 
dementia. 

Sarah, 49, began supporting 
the cause in spring 2011, by 
taking part in the charity’s Big 
Walk and she has since given 
interviews and spoken out 
about her experience on 
behalf of the charity, helping 
to raise awareness and 
understanding of the illness. 

She said: “When Andrew 
was diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s six years ago it 
was a terrible shock, but it was 
also a relief to finally 
understand what was causing 
his symptoms. 

“Little by little the disease 
has taken away his abilities, 
and Andrew is now in a care 
home as he’s no longer able to 
walk or talk. 

“I feel lucky to still have 
Andrew and visit him often, 
but watching his decline has

been absolutely heart¬ 
breaking. 

“Before he became ill, 
Andrew worked as a geneticist 
so I’m well aware of the 
importance of research, and 
that’s one reason I chose to 
support Alzheimer’s Research 
UK. I would dearly love to see 
a treatment that could help 
people like Andrew, but 
research is vital for that to 
happen.” 

Rebecca Wood, chief 
executive of the charity, said: 
“We’re delighted to make 
Sarah a champion - she has 
shown such commitment in 
her support for the charity 
and she truly deserves this 
honour. 

“By sharing her experience 
and talking honestly about 
Andrew’s diagnosis, Sarah has 
helped countless people 
understand the reality of 
Alzheimer’s disease.”

Paratrooper Aaron takes 
on sky-high challenge 


A PARATROOPER from 
Haverhill is being put 
through his paces to be 
dropped out of the sky to 
fight around the world. 

Lance Corporal Aaron Carr is 
busy training for the threat of 
future conflicts as part of a joint 
military exercise in Spain. 

The 23-year-old, who has 
already served two operational 
tours of Afghanistan, was dropped 
in the arid slopes near Zaragoza, 
Spain, for five days with no respite 
from the bitter winds, carrying 
60kgs and having to patrol up to 
25km each day. 

Completing the series of 
clearance and training drills is all 
part of Exercise Iberian Eagle, 
which marks a significant 
transition for B Company, the 
Third Battalion, the Parachute 
Regiment (3 PARA), as they 
resume their role as part of the 
Army’s high-readiness Airborne 
Taskforce. 

Former Samuel Ward Academy 
student Lance Cpl Carr said: 
“Everything we did before was 
orientated towards Afghanistan 
because we always had a tour to 
prepare for, but now we are on the 
Airborne Taskforce role we could 
be going anywhere so we’ve got to 
go back to basics. 

“We need the skills and drills to

be able to go anywhere, not just 
Afghanistan. It makes it an 
exciting role because we don’t 
know where we might be needed. 
So we have got to be trained to a 
high standard for every 
environment. That’s why this 
exercise is important, and it has 
also given us the chance to work 
with a different country. 

“We’ve worked with lots of 
different nations in Afghanistan, 
but I’ve not worked with the 
Spanish before, so this is a good 
opportunity to learn how they 
work and share ideas.” 

The change ends years of 
Afghanistan specific training, and 
three intense operational tours of 
Helmand for the unit. 

The exercise, the first of its kind 
in Spain with the 1st Bandera 
Roger De Flor, is aimed at 
preparing the paratroopers to be 
deployed anywhere in the world 
as the first soldiers on the ground. 

Lance Cpl Carr will need to be 
able to operate without the 
logistical and world-class medical 
facilities that have been 
developed in Afghanistan over the 
last ten years, while still 
responding to the threats of 
modern operations.

suite visits. 

In June, Abbeycroft 
launched a borough-wide 
campaign to promote the 
benefits of physical 
activity on wellbeing and 
quality of life. 

As part of the 
campaign, it is hoped that 
by re-launching the 
concessions scheme it will 
encourage more people 
on low incomes to take up 
physical activity. 

One of the first organ¬ 
isations to support the re¬ 
launch of the scheme is

registration form in their 
welcome pack, which 
allows residents to collect 
points for activities they 
do at the centre.

ONE day as a seven year- 
old boy I went to see our 
next door neighbour, the 
parish church choir¬ 
master, to ask if I could 
join the church choir. 

While I remember the visit 
distinctly, I do not remember 
the reason I was so keen to join 
the choir. As I have always 
loved singing it may have 
simply been that fact, and so 
for the next seven years, before 
my voice broke and school 
work took over, I went to choir 
practice twice a week and sung 
in two services on a Sunday - 
and of course at Nine Lessons 
and carols, Midnight 
Communion at Christmas... 

Even as an adult I carried on 
singing in various choirs and 
groups over the years, inclu¬ 
ding a massed Hospitals Choir 
Christmas Concert in London 
and even a Christmas choir in 
India. When I went to India, to 
work, I took with me a record¬ 
ing of carols from King’s 
College, Cambridge, which I 
played again and again over 
the Christmas period in order 
to recreate the Christmas 
atmosphere. For me Christmas 
is all about music and carols 
and the glorious message that 
they bring. 

And what songs they are, 
many of them with wonderful 
words, retelling the story of the 
birth of Jesus Christ, and the 
great joy of the event 2,000 
years ago, whether it be the 
angels filling the skies or the 


shepherds rushing to Bethle¬ 
hem. Not only that they cele¬ 
brate the significance of the 
event too, promising, peace, 
hope and joy because of the 
birth, on earth, of the son of 
God. 

One of my favourite songs 
around Christmas time is the 
advent carol, O Come O Come 
Emmanuel. Apart from the 
beautiful tune it speaks of 
‘Emmanuel’ meaning ‘God 
with us’. Emmanuel encapsu¬ 
lates the truth of Christmas 
that the almighty all-knowing, 
all-present God came down 
from heaven, as a little baby, to 
walk alongside us. Jesus is not 
an absentee landlord, but 
wants to come alongside us 
and help us, and is ready to live 
within us even now, by His 
Holy Spirit, if we invite Him in. 

This idea is reflected in the 
awe and wonder that Jesus 
Christ has been born on earth 
contained in the ever popular 
carol Silent Night. This is no 
ordinary event but an event of 
huge eternal significance 
bringing “the dawn of 
redeeming grace”, the forgive¬ 
ness of sin. 

Hark the Herald promises us 
‘peace on earth,’ how we need 
peace now, the peace that 
comes from ‘God and sinners 
reconciled’. In Jesus Christ 
peace has been achieved 
between God and humanity by 
the forgiveness of our sins. 

I pray that this Christmas 
you may have much to rejoice 
about.

Carmelo went from a successful career - during which he 
served royalty - to sleeping in a homeless shelter. But the 
man who planted a smacker on the Duchess of Cambridge 
is confident he will turn his life around again 


N EVER mind the photographs of balcony 
waves, polite crowd chats and 
handshakes with dignitaries - the 
picture that really captures the essence of 
William and Kate’s long-awaited visit to 
Cambridge has to be plucky Carmelo 
Giammona planting a kiss on the duchess’s 
hand. 

For the smiley 43-year-old, who’s currently 
living at homeless hostel Jimmy’s in East Road, 
it was a magical moment. 

“I knew she was coming to Jimmy’s, because 
the staff told me the 28th will be very special 
day,” recalls Carmelo in his lilting Italian 
accent. “But I did not expect to see Kate so 
close to me! Oh my God, she was very beautiful. 
I was shaking. 

“In Italy, to kiss the hand is to be polite, so it 
was spontaneous, this was normal. And her 
hands? Very tender! 

“When I saw her eyes, I was shocked: so 
beautiful, really so beautiful. I thought I must 
make a compliment, otherwise I would not be 
myself. I said ‘Kate, you are a very beautiful 
lady’, and she started to laugh. 

“And the expression of Prince William in the 
photographs - he was like this,” chuckles 
Carmelo, folding his arms and frowning. “No, it 
was very, very nice and very emotional. I really 
appreciated the moment.” 

Yet surprisingly, this isn’t the chirpy Italian’s 
first brush with royalty. Although he’s currently 
living in a homeless shelter, Carmelo has been 
both a head chef and a catering manager, who 
has served everyone from Prince Charles to the 
Queen Mother. 

And Carmelo’s story is typical of many who 
turn to Jimmy’s in these tough economic times: 
he doesn’t have a drink, drug or mental health 
problem, he’s simply down on his luck, and can 
no longer afford to pay for a roof over his head. 

Growing up in Rocca di Mezzo, a pretty 
tourist town near Rome in central Italy, 

Carmelo had a happy childhood: “I was just a 
normal boy, but I’ve always been the jokey 
type,” he grins. 

“After school I was in the Italian Air Force. I 
liked it very much and it is a very good job in 


Italy, but I didn’t have much ambition. I was too 
young, and I thought I’d travel, and I came 
here.” 

Arriving in 1993, Carmelo fell in love with the 
city and, other than a two-year spell in Oxford, 
has never left. 

Always happy in the kitchen - typically, his 
‘mamma’ was a great cook - Carmelo worked in 
Pizza Hut in the city centre and, realising his 
destiny lay in all things foodie, then took a job 
at Trinity College, where he learned the ropes of 
mass catering. 

After a stint at Queen’s College, he then 
worked his way up to assistant catering 
manager at Gonville and Caius, where helping 
to organise VIP events became part of his daily 
life. 

His first royal encounter was in 1999, when 
he served drinks to HRH Prince Philip. “I didn’t 
know he was coming, and the catering 
manager said ’Carmelo! Come here, I want to 
talk to you please. Look me in the face, have 
you got a comb?’ I said ’No, is something 
wrong?’ He said ’No, but I’ll bring you a comb. 
You put it in your hair and you do this’,” he 
laughs, miming the action. 

His neatened hair obviously impressed the 
Duke of Edinburgh: “I said good morning to 
Prince Philip and offered him Champagne: he 
pointed to me and said ’Italian’? And we 
chatted. 

“After that I started to meet other people. I 
know Stephen Hawking very well because he is 
a fellow at Caius. I know what he likes, what he 
drinks, everything. He’s crazy for mushrooms. 
Crazy! He likes them too much. And 
strawberries. I’ve met him at least 15 times, 
maybe more.” 

Carmelo loved his job, yet much as he 
enjoyed organising events, he missed the 
physical act of cooking - particularly preparing 
his speciality, fish. But deciding to take a job as 
head chef at a local restaurant (which he 
doesn’t want to name) proved to be a mistake 
that would cost him everything. 

Work at the restaurant was sporadic: on busy 
days, the understaffed kitchen was stressful: on 
quiet days he would be sent home unpaid. 

Eventually Carmelo, who had no savings, 
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SNAP: Carmelo 
asked the royal 
couple to pose 
for a phone pic 



could no longer afford his rent. Last 
autumn he reached crisis point, “and I 
became homeless. It wasn’t nice. 

“So I came to Jimmy’s and asked them 
to support me for a little while. It was the 
first time I’d been to a hostel, but the staff 
were very nice. 

“I felt very sad losing the job, because 
for me a job is everything. And I felt sad 
because I’m a very normal person who 
just happened to be in a position like this.” 

Because, he points out, homeless 
people don’t necessarily fit the stereotype 
you’d expect: “When you live in this 
situation, you meet a different kind of 
people with different problems. Some 
people come here because of drugs and 
alcohol, but also maybe because they were 
in a bad situation - they lost their job or 
something happened with their family 
and they ended up on the street. 
Everybody is different.” 

After a fortnight, his luck changed: a 
friend offered him a room in his house, 
and Carmelo found seasonal work with 
Royal Mail. But when that came to an end, 
he needed a job - and, in desperation, 
returned to the restaurant where he’d been 
treated badly before. 

Inevitably, history repeated itself: 

“Today you work, tomorrow you don’t... I 
didn’t know what was going on, and again 
I couldn’t pay the rent.” He’s been back at 


Jimmy’s for a fortnight. 

Yet meeting the Duke and Duchess has 
certainly given a boost to Carmelo’s spirits, 
and it was thanks to his catering 
background that he had the opportunity 
to get so close: a member of Jimmy’s staff, 
Dan, had asked Carmelo to help with a 
demonstration of healthy eating for the 
big day, and it was during a tour of the 
kitchen that he met William and Kate. 

After the hand-kissing, Carmelo took 
another cheeky step: asking the royal 
couple to pose for a photo with him. “It 
was spur of the moment,” he chuckles. “I 
thought ’Oh my God, this is a good 
opportunity! But I was very polite, because 
I asked her permission.” 

Carmelo handed his mobile phone to 
Dan, put his arms round the royal pair and 
asked him to take a snap. “And they 
laughed. 

“Then Dan said ’explain about the 
menus, and what ingredients we use’, but I 
was still shaking! I told them when I cook I 
prefer to cook fresh vegetables of the 
season, not something that has come from 
the middle of nowhere, and we talked 
about healthy food. 

“Prince William said ’what do you think 
about big burgers, like that?”’ laughs 
Carmelo, holding an imaginary colossal 
burger up to his face. “I said if it’s healthy, 
fine, no problem!” 

Carmelo remains 
in high spirits - after 
all, his photograph 
graced many of the 
major websites - but 
now his focus has 
returned to finding 
work. “I don’t know 
how long I’ll be here, 
but I am very 
positive. 

“In Italy we have a 
saying: ’after the bad 
weather comes the 
good weather’,” he 
says, smiling again. “I 
will be fine.” 



A place of 
safety 

JIMMY'S, Cambridge's 
first year-round night 
shelter, was named after 
Jim Dilley. A local man 
who'd fallen on hard 
times, he would often 
sleep rough or spend 
winter nights in one of 
the city's temporary 
shelters. 

In the last few years of 
his life, Jimmy had 
taken to sleeping under 
the Ml 1 motorway 
bridge at Junction 13. 
When he died of lung 
cancer in 1994, his 
ashes were scattered 
there. 

Moved by Jimmy's 
story, a group of people 
vowed to establish a 


permanent night shelter 
in his memory. With the 
help of funding from 
charities, local 
organisations and 
private donations, 
Jimmy's Night Shelter 
opened in the basement 
of East Road's Zion 
Baptist Church in 
November 1995 - with 
their namesake's bridge 
as their logo. 

To begin with, services 
were basic: bed, 
breakfast and an 
evening meal. But today, 
after providing shelter 
for more than 6,000 
people over the last 17 
years, it's a different 
story. 

Following a £3.5 million 
funding award, Jimmy's 
has had a major 


refurbishment, and now 
covers four floors of the 
building. It has single 
en-suite rooms, an 
accommodation 
resettlement service, 
workshops, learning 
opportunities, 
computers, and a range 
of visiting support 
organisations, all 
designed to give those 
in need the best 
possible chance of 
moving on and breaking 
the cycle of 
homelessness. 

But above all, Jimmy's 
offers love, support and 
a place of safety in 
memory of Jim Dilley, 
and the many like him.

Nasty is so nice 


As the Arts Theatre’s latest uproarious panto opened last week, the 
former Coronation Street and The Bill star Stephen Beckett tells 
LOUISE MARTIN why he’ll be soaking up the boos and hisses in 
Cambridge as the villainous Squire Nastee 


TEPHEN Beckett is very 
relaxed for someone who’s 
about to spend the next six 
weeks performing around the clock in 
the high-energy Arts Theatre panto, 
Jack and the Beanstalk. 

When I speak to the former long-running 
star of The Bill and Coronation Street , just a 
few days before rehearsals begin, he is at a zoo 
(“somewhere in the middle of the 
Midlands”) with his two young 

children enjoying a day off from 
his tour in Alan Ayckbourn’s A 
Cricket Match. 

“I actually learnt the 
first (panto) scene last 
night,” he says, “I’m 
very much looking 
forward to getting 
started and being in 
Cambridge. Everyone 
speaks so highly of the 
city -1 can’t wait to 
explore it and just have 
a wander around.” 

Beckett will be 
swapping his seaside 
home in Brighton for a 
Cambridge pad 
during the panto run, 
but will be hot¬ 
footing it back to 
the south coast after 
his December 24 
performance for a 
family Christmas. 

“This Christmas, 

;cause I’m working so 
:h, we will be having 
some quiet family time on 
Christmas Day,” he explains. 

“We get Christmas Day off and 
then I will have to find a way to get 
back to Cambridge for the Boxing Day 
shows. 


“If I’ve been working away a lot around 
Christmas, what I like to do, and what 
everybody likes me to do, is just stay at home 
and not go anywhere.” 

Working away from home is something 
Beckett and his actress wife Anna Brecon (the 
former Lady Tara in ITV’s Emmerdale ) have 
grown accustomed to throughout their career. 
But with two young children, the actor admits it 
can sometimes be difficult to juggle the 
demands of family life and a busy career. 

It will be the second year in a row the 
Corrie and The Bill star has spent Christmas on 
the stage. Last December he performed in The 
Railway Children , which was staged at the 
former Eurostar terminal at London Waterloo. 

Having appeared in Goldilocks and Peter 
Pan, the RADA-trained actor is no stranger to 
panto, and he’s looking forward to getting stuck 
into the evil Squire Nastee role. “I love playing 
the baddie,” he admits. “It’s really hard to play 
good. One of the hardest things you can do as 
an actor is play a really nice 
guy. Playing nice is hard 
because there’s not much 
to hang on to.” 

His love for the 
baddie role is probably 
why he enjoyed playing 
Corrie' s Dr Matt 
Ramsden so much. 

“Ah, the 
mucky medic”, 
he laughs. 

“That was 
great. It started 
off like all these 
characters do of 


him being the nice doctor and wanting to get 
involved in the community, and of course he 
ended up impregnating one of his patients, who 
was the wife of his best mate, while he was 
treating them for infertility.” 

Before his time on the cobbles, Beckett 
played Pc Mike Jarvis in ITV’s The Bill. 

“They [ Coronation Street and The Bill\ were 
good fun in different ways,” he says. “ The Bill 
was fun in the sense that I got to do a lot more 
action - a lot more boys and toys stuff. I got to 
do a lot of fighting and driving cars very fast 
and jumping off garage roofs. I was there for 
five years, during my 20s, with a whole bunch 
of guys all around the same age as me who had 
been out of drama school a similar number of 
years to me.” 

His panto run is guaranteed to leave him 
feeling a little worn out. But with a fantastic 
cast, including long-serving Arts Theatre panto 
favourite Matt Crosby and some of the West 
End’s brightest rising stars, including Sophie 
Isaacs {Legally Blonde ) as Jill and Emily 
Tierney {The Wizard of Oz/Wicked) as the Fairy 
Godmother, he should have no problem getting 
into character to soak up the boos and 
hisses. 

“It’s going to be a lot of fun,” he 
promises. “Basically, you get to tap 
into all the angst, frustration, anger 
and bitterness that you have in life and 
pour it on to the stage and be really 
horrible to children for about six 
weeks! It’s going to be marvellous.”

I CAN still remember the 
moment I realised I was 
serious about being an 
artist,” says Louise Riley- 
Smith. “I was drawing a 
pot of pencils and brushes, 
totally focused, and then 
someone helped 
themselves to a pencil from 
the pot. I was incensed!” 

Having got married and had 
children “very young”, Riley- 



Smith is candid about the nervous 
breakdown at the age of 40. 

It was during a stay in a 
psychiatric clinic that she was 
prescribed art therapy - 
something she credits with 
helping lift her out of her 
depression. 

“I think the artist in me had 
always been there all along,” says 
Riley-Smith, now 66, “and part of 
the illness was frustration at not 
fulfilling it: a whole side of me 
had been ignored. When you’re 
bringing up small children, you 
put them first and your husband 
first - you’re bottom of the pile. I 


found doing something for myself 
enormously liberating.” 

Inspired, she took an art A- 
level, followed by art college, and 
has since studied at The Slade in 
Florence and in St Petersburg, 
with the acclaimed Cambridge 
artist James Horton. 

Over the last couple of decades, 
Riley-Smith - who lives in 
Cambridge with her husband 
Jonathan, the university’s retired 
Dixie Professor Emeritus of 
Ecclesiastical History - has 
established a reputation as one of 
our most accomplished portrait 
painters: her work can be found 
hanging in Emmanuel, Jesus, 
Corpus Christi, Trinity and 
Robinson Colleges, as well as 
many private homes, she has 
exhibited at The Royal Society of 
Portrait Painters and Kettle’s Yard, 
among others, and one of her 
paintings - of the singer and West 
End star Elaine Paige - was 
shortlisted for the prestigious 
Garrick/Milne Prize (Paige liked 
it so much, she bought it).

THE HOBBIT: AN 
UNEXPECTED JOURNEY 
12A, 2h 46m 

THERE is a moment early on in 
director Peter Jackson’s epic 
fantasy adventure when Gandalf 
The Grey turns to diminutive 
hero Bilbo Baggins and 
counsels: “All good stories 
deserve embellishment.” 

There’s no doubt Jackson and 
co-writers Fran Walsh, Philippa 
Boyens and Guillermo del Toro 
have taken the wise wizard’s 
words to heart. 

Visually stunning flashbacks are 
roughly hewn into a sprawling 
narrative that doesn’t kick into 
second gear for a good 45 
minutes. 

Jackson opens his picture shot 
in 3D at Bag End with the 


elderly Bilbo (Ian Holm) penning 
a book to his cousin Frodo 
(Elijah Wood). 

We rewind 60 years to meet a 
younger Bilbo (Martin Freeman) 
in the Shire as he encounters 
Gandalf (Sir Ian McKellen) and a 
13-strong company of dwarves, 
who intend to reclaim their lost 
gold from the dragon Smaug in 
his mountain lair. 

After a sleepless night, Bilbo 
agrees to accompany dwarf 
leader Thorin Oakenshield 
(Richard Armitage) and his 
troops on their perilous mission. 
En route, the brave souls 
encounter elvish allies including 
Elrond (Hugo Weaving) and 
Galadriel (Cate Blanchett), as 
well as the wretched Gollum 
(Andy Serkis) and the corpulent 


Goblin King (Barry Humphries). 
The Hobbit: An Unexpected 
Journey, which should perhaps 
be subtitled The Return Of The 
Fellowship Of A King, reunites 
Jackson with cast and crew of 
The Lord Of The Rings trilogy 
including cinematographer 
Andrew Leslie and composer 
Floward Shore. 

The writer-director employs the 
same visual lexicon: sweeping 
aerial shots of characters 
traipsing over New Zealand 
landscapes and close-ups of 
ethereal figures in deep 
contemplation. 

The next two chapters, 
Desolation Of Smaug and There 
And Back Again, will be 
released in 2013 and 2014.

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GARDENING 


Students showing the way

O LDER gardeners could 
pick up some tips from a 
new generation of young 
horticulturists who have grown 
up with the eco-friendly, 
sustainability mentality 
So says TV gardener David 
Domoney, who is mentoring students 
from six UK horticultural colleges as 
they create gardens with a sustainability 
theme as part of the Ideal Young 
Gardener of the Year competition, in 
association with the Prince’s 
Foundation. 

Young people are becoming much 
more aware of the importance of 
sustainable gardening, thanks to 
programmes such as Countryfile and 
other horticultural shows, he says. 

“Television has greatly influenced 
kids to an acceptability that wildlife is 
very important. There are a lot of little 
quirky designs in their gardens that 
really work.” 

Natural stone and brick have been 
used to create mini pizza ovens, bulbs 
utilised to create 100 days of colour, 


while other students are using a 
combination of planting to create fluid 
movements in between timber and 
stone. Herbs will be used for flowers 
and foliage. Ornamental plants which 
are also edible are being planted in 
blocks to create an attractive view. 

“Kids today are working more with 
landcraft. Dry stone walling is 
immensely popular. When I was at 
college in the 1980s, things were very 
different. Today, there’s floristry and 
blacksmith work, as people hammer out 
their own statuettes and 


embellishments, and make woven 
wicker fencing. Land-based skills which 
have become popular at Chelsea have 
been adopted.” 

Youngsters have a different attitude to 
sustainability than previous generations, 
he agrees. 

“It’s become such an important part 
of the teaching, there's an affinity to it, 
whereas other generations had to re¬ 
learn it. In the past decade we’ve seen a 
huge change. Who would have thought 
10 years ago we would have been 
separating our rubbish inside our 


kitchens? But kids of today are used to 
it. It’s part of their natural psyche.” 

So how can amateur gardeners make 
their own plots sustainable? 

Domoney says: “There’s a huge 
amount of conftision about what is 
sustainable and what is natural, whether 
everything has to be indigenous species 
and aspects of chemicals, peat and 
landcraft. But for the general public 
who have their own gardens and like the 
feeling of sustainability, there are a few 
steps they can take to try to encourage 
that style of thinking.” 


Attracting as much wildlife as 
possible into the garden is the first step 
any amateur gardener should take 
towards sustainability as part of an 
equal balance, he notes. 

“That means attracting everything 
from wild birds - creating not only a 
feeding and water station year-round, 
putting up bird boxes and roosting 
pouches - to insects that visit the 
garden, not just bees. Make little bee 
stations using cut bamboo canes tied 
together, or leave a section of the garden 
uncut. 

“To create an eco-climate in your 
own back garden, you need to do less 
gardening, in some aspect,” he explains. 

“Having a section with old logs 
stacked in the corner will attract a 
phenomenal amount of overwintering 
insects as well as hedgehogs, which eat 
slugs. Let a section of the grass grow 
wild. 

“Interacting with the nature that visits 
your garden is a good step forward for 
sustainability.” 

As green space becomes more scarce, 
sustainable gardens will become more 
valuable in the future, he predicts. 

“The garden is becoming much more 
influential for young families and new 
home owners. A garden is becoming an 
investment, a fashion statement, rather 
than just somewhere to put the bikes.”

Fiat pumps up 500 
star to Punto size 


THE Mitsubishi Lancer 
has been revealed as the 
most reliable car of the 
last 15 years, according 
to automotive warranty 
specialist, Warranty 
Direct. 

The company is celebrating 
its 15th anniversary and 
studied more than 200,000 
live and historical policies 
spanning the decade and a 
half since it started recording 
reliability data with its unique 
Reliability Index in 1997. 

The Reliability Index has 
become an industry 
benchmark for used car 
reliability, using a complex 
formula to rank more than 
450 individual models, taking 
into account factors such as 
how often the car breaks 
down, how much it costs to 
repair, plus average age and 
mileage. 

Japanese and Far Eastern 
makes have dominated the 
Reliability Index’s annual 
study in recent years and, 
barring Vauxhall’s diminutive 
Agila, which is second in the

list, they populate most of the 
'top 10 most reliable cars’ 
since ’97, with Suzuki’s Alto 
third and the Toyota Aygo 
fourth.

Mitsubishi stopped 
building the most reliable 
version of the Lancer, made 
famous by its iconic sportscar 
variant, in 2008 but less than 
one in 10 broke down in any 
given 12-month period, with 
axle and suspension faults 
causing close to two-thirds of 
garage visits. 

Meanwhile, the second- 
placed Agila features an 
average repair cost only 
three-quarters that of the 
Lancer but is three per cent 
more likely to break down, 
hence its lower ranking. The 
MX-5 model is so successful 
in the reliability stakes that it 
is the only model to appear 
twice in Warranty Direct’s top 
20 of the last 15 years, with 
the car built ’98-’05 in 11th 
position. 

Toyota and Honda fare best 
in the top 10, with two entries 
apiece in the list, while the 
supermini category for small 
cars dominates the most 


reliable vehicles list. 

At the other end of the 
scale, larger, more 
sophisticated and luxury cars, 
such as the Bentley Continen¬ 
tal GT, defy their bigger price 
tags by breaking down more 
often or costing more to 
repair. 

The similarly iconic 
Porsche 911 (996) features in 
the 10 least reliable cars of 
the last 15 years despite 
featuring the best annual 
incident rate of the group, at 
39 per cent, because of its 
hefty average repair cost of 
£847.52. 

The same can be said for 
prestige brand, Mercedes, 
whose cars feature three 
times in the bottom 10 places 
on the list. The SL, for 
instance, breaks down less 
often than almost every other 
car in the lowest-ranked 
group, but high repair costs 
places the car near the foot of 
the rankings.

Freeze on fuel duty 
is delight for drivers

freezing of the proposed 3p per 
litre rise in fuel duty planned for 
January, research from a leading 
vehicle auction company, British 
Car Auctions (BCA), confirms 
motorists’ continued concerns 
over the cost of fuel.

cent drive more slowly to conserve 
fuel), avoiding heavy braking (16 
per cent) and opting for more fuel- 
efficient models. 

Research conducted by BMRB 
exclusively for the Used Car 
Market Report shows 53 per cent 
of motorists confirmed the higher 
price of fuel will eventually push 
them into ‘buying a more fuel 
efficient vehicle’, or ‘change their 
driving habits’ or both. Further¬ 
more 29 per cent of motorists are 
now walking more often, while 21 
per cent of car owners are cutting 
the number of car journeys. 

“At BCA, we have seen increased 
demand for smaller, fuel-efficient 
vehicles, as UK households look to 
cut their motoring costs and 
consequently values have tended 
to rise for these more economical 
cars,” concluded Mr Naylor.
